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The purpose of this paper is to assess as far as 
possible the accuracy of the production estimates of 
enemy military oquipment based on the direct avidence 
of serial numbers and other markings on the equipment, 
From the summer of 1943 to March, 1945 the Economic 
Warfare Division of the American Embassy issued 
intelligence reports based on the analysis of markings, 
im general these reports contained three types of 
analysis. 


1. Aggregate output data by time period for specific 
types of military equipment. 


2, Pipeline analysis, thet is, length of time 
between manufacture and use at the front, of 
specific types of military equipment, 


3. Production by individual manufacturers of 
specific types of military equipment, 


The direction of the invostigations was guided 
partly by the availability of the data, and partly 
by the needs of the intelligence consuming agencias. 
Often markings were proourable which could have 
en conaidorable information, but for which the need 
id not warrant the expenditure of effort.

Tank Output Estimates Based on hogiv Whool Tire Markings 


In the sumer of 1944 the demand for ostimates of 
tank output at 2 time when |ittle recent chassis 
number data was available led to the use of a complox 
technique for doriving a rough upproximation of tank 
production from the mold nwmbers on tank bogle wheel 
tires. By taking ths bogte wheel tire markings from a 
small number of tenks, ostinsting the number of molds 
for each tire sino (the alge varied with the tank typo), 
applying British exporlones to arrive at the monthly 
eapacity of aach mold, and estimating the rate of 
wastage of the tires an estimate of the magnitude of 
tank chassis anssombly of a hea type whioh could ooour 
about two months efter the dante of tire production was 
arrived at. This method of analysis resulted ina 
figure for tho cipacity for production in a given month, 
not for sctual production,

Conclusion 


Total Gorman tire production and rubber consumption 
were estimated very closely.

In 
the case of Continental, Hannover this overestimation 
was not large, but for éontinental, Korbach it amounted 
to 25%. Those overestimaticns wore probably duo to tho 
inclusion of motoreysle tires in the same serial number 
bands as motor vehicles and aero tirus.

Such a Liat would 
bave te be supplemented and chacked in the Yeticar City and Rome, and also in 
me ar more Catholics centers in Switzerland. virect contact with some of these 
Cathelic retizees from Germany ( aa for instance, the Jesuit Father stuckarzann 
in Rome ) #houid crore helpful in developing lista of reliable persons still 
in Germany, fer oroserly identifying then, and for obtaining an acqusintenre

From sucng the select nawea, a certain number would he expected to work

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aJ the orebles, that ef sslecting cur represanteatives “or the delicate tesk 

of besinning chose cantacts in Germany and of further dispersing eur influance. 
Experience in the field and in the preparatory "werkshops" must be relied upon 
te give the angwera. If our om group includes German-speaking chaplains and 
eiiitary inteliizvemce officers and if the refugees to be acquired as co-workers 
walk sise include both orfests and larmen, the persons best suited to each par- 
tientar task would not be dificult to select, 


4.~ Tae surstance of the program of developing support fcr the A:iied 
ecctpaeticn authorities on the side of Serman Catholics, and the plans Sor its 
detailed execution , aust also be devaloped in the workshoe staga, beginning 
femediately after the first congultations with German Ustholic lesders in 
exiie. Bhat to do and how to proceed oan best be determined on the basis of 
sarefzi wales ef each regional or local situation. 


5.~ The teres of reference included a point about German-speaking personnel, 
inchating secretary-typista, for the American group. Surely, Military intelli- 
gence and tae Giell Service Commission could comb the Government Vepartments and 
agencies for suitable material. Officers and chaplains stationed at © OC & samps 
weald algo te ehle to furmish names of enlisted men or women with a speaking 
er cood serxing knowledge of Germen. Induction centers in certain areas, aga in 
the Hiddle fest, may ba expected to furnish additional material from whick te 
select the were ocomieing. 


Fer the work in Burepe, it will be advisable to allow for additions even 
te he wiaricel staff from selected foreigners. Their Sackground end their rere 
intimete knowledge of current Surspean affairs and local matters may prove 
isvalmbie to the American staff, 
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
